WELLS DRILLED LN FALCON —-Maracaibo, 6 Jum=--An exploratory program involving three 
welle will be launched by CORPOVEN, starting in the month of August in Falcon at a 
cost of more than 45 million bolivares. This annoucement was made today in Bajo 
Grande, District of Urdaneta del Zulia, by Wolfgang A. Lorenz, exploration manager 

of the CORPOVEN enterprise, a subsidiary of Venezuelan Petroleum, The high execut. ve 
official from that company attended the ceremony honoring the 25th anniversary of 

the Bajo Grande refinery; upon being questioned by this newsman regarding the program 
to be developed immediately, he announced that they were approved initially in August 
for Falcon. He said that this, for the tim being, includes three wells; one of them 
weet of Coro, another one south of the La Vela area, district of Colina; and the 
third one in the northwest of the Paraguana peninsula, on land. This program, he 
added, will be the point of departure for the further development of activities 
carried out years ago in the La Vela Gove and this will be a continuation of those 
efforts. Prior w that, 4 study group will be set up to the west of Coro, Sabaneta 
zone, extending all the way to Rio Seco, to investigate the entire process to be 
carried out here. As for the area on Paraguana peninsula, this is a continuation of

ANTI-GUERRILLA EFFORTS IN ORIENTE-—Cumana, 4 Jun--According to unofficial reports, 
security forces of the State of Sucre and other towns in Angoategui and Monagas, ar- 
rested guerrilla fighters be  mging to the tiny groups operating in the country's 
eastern part. Mobile milita.y patrols have been operating in recent days in an area 
known as "4 Rumbos"; they stop vehicles and travelers and ask for their identity docu- 
ments; som individuals have been placed under preventive arrest. In the town of 
Casanay, capital of the District of “Andres Eloy Blanco,” slogans have been painted on 
a number of house fronts in which the subversive groups appeal to the people for wity, 
urging them to join the guerrillas and the fight against hunger with the so-called "Red 
Banner” front. The slogans were even painted as close as one block from the Casanay 
police headquarters; this little town is living in an atmosphere of anxiety in view of 
the military siege which has been established in recent days. It was learned that the 
state security forces displayed their concern over a possible resurgence of the 
guerrilla groups in the field as well as their contacts in che city. This is proven 
by the fact that various meagbers of the irregular group have been spotted in the 
mountain areas of Ribero District; this has led t the mobilization of Rangers from 
the 12th Marine Battalion. It was also leamed that subversive propaganda has been 
circulated in Benitez District, making reference to the guerrilla movement operat ing 
in the country's eastern part.

VENEZUELAN BUSINESS TILES STRENGTHENED WITH CARIBBEAN

[Text] An economic mission, coordinated by the Venezuelan 
Exporters Association, with the support of the government, 
in Barbados worked out preliminary agreements that made it 
possible to establish closer commercial and friendship 
relations with the countries of the Caribbean. 


Bajo Grande, 6 Jun (Special correspondent Argenis Bravo}--On this island in the 
Caribbean, only an hour and a half by air from Caracas, the Venezuelan Exporters 
Association launched an action coordinated with the support of the foreign offic’, 
FINEXPO [Financing and Export Pund?), and the Foreign Trade Inatitute for the pur- 
pose of stepping up reciprocal trade and exploring possibilities for the creation 
of mixed enterprises in various areas. 


In the course of initial contacts, on the public and private levels in Barbados, 
agreements were worked out which will then be implemented shortly in the areas of 
the tourist industry, food production and agribusiness, manufacturing in general, 
and various veterinary items, among others. 


The Venezuelan economic mission, headed by AVEX [Venezuelan Exporters Association) 
president Dr Regulo Campo Martinez, included active participation by the president 
of FPEDECAMARAS [Association of Chambers of Commerce and Industry] and the former 
president of that institution, Dr Ciro Anez Fonseca and Antonio Jose Diaz Martinez, 
as well as a large group of private businessmen and representatives of the govern- 
ment agencies mentioned.

In apite of the possibilities offered by the island regarding the development of 

the couriat industryewit has great natural attractions, as wel] ae hotel and beach 
factlitios, etce,-=there ia a factor that does Limit any kind of development and that 
involves the problem of tranaportation, cargo, and tourtam which would require the 
development of solution formulas through an effort by both countries as well as the 
public and private sectors, 


An initial proposal for solving the communications problem consiats in the establish- 
ment of daily flights between the islands of the Caribbean and Margarita where 
travelers could make connection with Aeropostal to get to the Venezuelan capital. 


The idea, sketched by businessman Francisco Mendoza Lehman, consists in using an 

aivreratt with a Lower operating cost than a jet which would pick up the passengers 
for [lights between islands including Grenada, Barbados, San Vicente, Santa Lucia, 
Martinique, and Trinidad in order to bring them to Margarita where they would have 
opportunity for tourist activities and where they could purchase various articles. 


The inter-island and Margarita flight could be handled by Acropostal and che airlines 
of those countries; that would guarantee daily schedules and would increase the 
trade possibilities, 


This undertaking to bring the Caribbean closer together, launched by AVEX with the 
official support of Venezuela, has already produced some specific results, such as 
the following. 


(1) Collaboration in refining about 15,000 tons per year of muscovado [brown] sugar 
and the employment of Barbados’ capacity for expanding its sugar cane production. 


(2) Reactivation of the mixed Venezuelan-Barbados commission to promote investments 
and business transactions between both countries. 


(3) Creation, in Barbados, of an office of the Venezuelan Exporters Association. 


(4) Establishment, in Santa Lucia, of an “in-bond" warehouse with a capacity of 
100 tons of frozen foods and manufactured articles which would serve as a deposi- 
tory for distribution in the Caribbean area. 


(5) Operation of a tourist vessel, the "Gran Cacique,” to provide transportation 
service between neighboring islands. 


(6) Holding a technical conference in the private sectors, on one of the islands 
to be determined later on, for the purpose of evaluating and providing mutual in- 
formation on the mechanisms of commerce and examining the specific development 
poseibilittes. 


Trade Between Venezuela and Barbados 


According to statistics supplied by AVEX, trade between the two countries has been 
increasing in recent years with a figure on the order of $1 million in 1979 which, 
in 1980, turned out favorably for Venezuela as imports from Barbados declined 
abruptly. 














The total exports to Barbados laat year came to $606,700 while imports came to 
29,826, againat a figure on the order of $638,800 in 1979, 


As tor the balance of trade, it waa in favor of Venezuela in 1978 and 1980, whereas 
in 1979 ic turned out negative eince purchases tn Barbados rose considerably, that 
in, in @ greater proportion than the increase in Venezuelan exporta., 


According to one of the statements made by Dr Regulo Campo Martinez, Venezuela at 
this time is interested particularly itn closer commercial ties with the Caribbean 
region and apecifte atepa are being taken in that direction, 


Both the public sector and the private sector are developing a program which will 
mike it posatble to improve the Venezuelan presence on the area's markets and the 
mikcup of the economic mission is one of the specific aspects aimed at recognizing 
the growing importance of Barbados and the other islands as far os Venezuelan pro- 
ducts are concerned and in increasing commercial traneactions between the two 
countries, 


lL. addition to tts president and the top leadership of FEDECAMARAS, this new effort 
by AVEX included representation of a series of private enterprises in various areas 
and commissioners from the Ministry of Foreign Relations (Dr Alberto Dominguez and 

Dr Delia Villegas), FINEXPO (Dr Yunis Zujur), and the Foreign Trade Institute 
(Fernando Almeida) who, together with Venezuelan ambassador to Barbados Dr Ivan 
Gabaldon Marquez, analyzed the possibilities of establishing closer commercial ties 
and friendship Links with that island and its 300,000 inhabitants.

On Tuesday the 21st, ex-President Hugo Banzer Suarez withdrew all the support lie 
had extended to the military government — the ministers of interior and foreigm 
affairs had been his election partners — and denied that he was mixed up in the 
activities of the coup fomenters, Gen Alberto Natush Bush did likewise, The 
rumors continued to grow, On 11 May Lt Col Bmilio Lanza led a revolt in Cochabanba, 
It was unsuccessful, Qnce again they raised the names of Banzer and Natush, who 
were not permitted to remain in Bolivia, Natush was deported and Banzer succeeded 
in getting away to Argentina, "They were going to mrder me," he said on Tuesday 
the 12th, safe in Buenos Aires, Q that day he had a lengthy conversation with a 
lady editor from the magazine GENTZ, This is a summary of their talk: 


[question] When you arrived in Buenos Aires, you said that you were not an exiled 
politician, Then why are you here? 


[Answer] It was urgent for me to leave Bolivia because I had evidence that they 
wanted to mrder me, I took the first plane out of Santa Cruz, On Monday the 11th 
the government sent me emissaries to beg my pardon for having implicated me in an 
attempted cour, They told me that I was absolutely free, But I knew that this 
was not so, And on the next day, at 0230 hours, I overheard a telephone conversa- 
tion in my own home, They were calling an official who was in charge of the af- 
fair to let him know that the government had decided to eliminate me, That is why 
I left Bolivia, 


[question] You have been accused of being linked with the attempted coup led by 
Col smilio Lanza on Monday the 11th in Cochabamba,,,, 


[Answer| There is no proof of this, The action was taking place in Cochabamba

[Commentary by Newton Carlos: “The Pinochet Regime Again Has Access to the White 
louse") 


\Text] The United States and Chile have not merely “normalized their diplomatic 
relations” with the vieit that the Chilean foreign minister made to Washington. The 
good marke obtained by the Pinochet regime led Poreign Minister Ram Rojas to the 
doore of the White House where he held a meeting with Vice President Bush. Rojas, 
who wae also welcomed at the Pentagon and made the obligatory call on the State 
Department, wae informed that the Reagm Administration believes that it is conven- 
lent to start" a new military cooperation policy” between the two countries. 


Rojae anewered enthusiastically eaying that Chile ie not asking for anything, that 

“it only claims the right" to have an active participation in the defense of the con- 
tinent. The outcome of all thie is quite predictible, it is a game with ma: ved cards. 
'f Reagan ie able to bend Congress, where the human rights policy hae still many sup- 
portere,Chile will be able to take part again in the joint navy maneuvers with the 
United States (the “Unitas” Operation) and it can again purchase U.S. arm. 


There are indications in thie regard. Republican Senator Charles Percy, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, asked Rojes whether the Lete'ler case vas 
discussed in the talke held at the State Department. But Rojas delivered the 
evasive anewer that Chile “condemne any violence that hinders the life of a human 
being." In November 1979 former President Jiamy Carter ordered the Eximbank to 
suspend ali financial aid to Chile. General Pinochet refused, as he still does 
today, to hand over to U.S. courte three Chilean military officere--including «a 
general--charged with being involved in the assassination perpetrated in Washington 
of former Chilean Foreign Minister Orlando Letelier. The Chilean regime was charged 
with practicing international terrories 


Despite the fact that the United States claims to be against international terror- 
lem, the Reagan Administration has restablished these credits.

BRAZILIAN PLANNING MINISTER ADDRESSES MONETARY CONFERENCE 
PY082356 Sao Paulo O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 5 Jun 81 p 25 


[Text] Addressing yesterday the IMF conference being held in Lausaune, Switzerland, 
Planning Minister Delfim Netto affirmed that "the Brazilian economy is being ad- 
juated at the same time that democratic institutions are being consolidated through 
the process being carried out by President Figueiredo's determination." 


Netto said that “political liberalization gives rise to a large number of economic 
and social demands, some of which cannot be met at once. But on the other hand, 

such demands create a consensus regarding those new democratic institutions, thus 
making it possible to attain lasting political stability." The planning minister 
said that “Brazil is firmly moving toward an increasingly mre ¢ “ficient economy, 
thus becoming leas dependent on external energy sources. It is also advancing toward 
a stable and fully democratic society." 


Minister Netto also said that Brazil was of the countries most badly affected by the 
oil crisis and the higher international interest rates, because the country imported 
75 percent of the oil it consumes, an amount corresponding to 47 percent of the 
country's exports last year. 


He noted that the economic policy has a three-pronged objective: over the short 
term, fighting inflation and reducing the deficit in the balance of payments; and 
over the long term, mobilizing resources for energy production. Netto explained 
that the strategy adopted is gradualist in order to maintain a reasonable growth 
rate, and it places emphasis on agriculture production and exports. 


Netto said that the policy of fighting inflation and controlling external accounts 
is being implemented through better coordination of monetary, fiscal and foreign 
exchange controls. He then added that this year the expansion of the means of pay- 
ment was set at 50 percent, although the agricultural sector has an open credit ac- 
count estimated at $5 billion. 


According to the planning minister, the results obtained so far indicate that Brazil 
will meet its objections for the current year, especially the deceleration of in- 
flaction rates and the equilibrium of the trade balance. Brazil expects to export 
goods worth $26 billion and to raise the foreign debt to $60 billion. The latter 
amount is constant in real terms, as it has been in recent years. 
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After saying that “the key to solving the economic problema is increasing domest ix 
energy production,” the planning miniacer affirmed that Bragil will be producing 
400,000 barrels of ofl ver day by 1985, plus aleohol equal to 170,000 barrels of

[Text] Ase if it did not have anything more important to do, the government is wor- 
ried--and with good reason--about the scandal caused by the discovery that noncivil 
service government functionaries are being forced to contribute part of their 
salary to strengthen the PDS' [Socialist Democratic Party] till. It is so con- 
cerned that the Planalto spokesman himself made a statement to explain this unusual 
measure for which there is no acceptable justification. 


Compulsory payroll discount to pay party dues (no matter how small) is an immoral 
and abusive measure. It establishes an unacceptable precedent that cannot continue 
despite its being included in the PDS statutes. If a government employee refuses 
to pay will he be fired? If the candidate refuses to make the sacrifice, however 
small it may be, will he lose the nomination? It is taken for granted that hence- 
forth only PDS members will be appointed to administrative posts since there will be 
no place for the undecided or those with no political inclination of any kind no 
matter the noble or just causes they may invoke. 


The stupidity of the whole procedure is astonishing. It is obvious that the pay- 
roll discount was going to be exposed, therefore, putting on the spot anybody who 
promoted, accepted or participated in a bribery case that is unprecedented in the 
history of B-azilian public life. Incidentally, the moralization of public affairs 
was one of the main objectives of the 31 March movement in 1964. But of course 1964 
is long passed and people have forgotten it. The dishonest agreement [in order to 
hold the job] could not be maintained if the fraud were reported to the courts, 
under serious risks and the prospects of non-negligible material damage. 


Nobody in good faith wants to see political parties without the funds they need for 
their organization and for achieving their objectives. 


It is necessary, therefore, that the parties be given freedom of action so that, in 
the name of the collective interest under any circumstance, they can express their 
independence from the government. 


The political parties will account for their actions to the electoral court which 


is the autonomous power in its jurisdiction. This is why this court has the neces- 
sary independence to oversee the actions of political parties and to punish them if 
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puntiahment ta warranted, However, the compulsory contribution through the payroll! 
hitches the PDS to the government, makes it dependent on the administration which ts 
in charge of the government; it demoralizes che party before the electorate, it mara 
ite prestige before the other political parties. A party with such loss of prea- 
tige will only be servant to anybody who wants to use it for underhanded purposes 
or unspeakable objectives--the party, ite leaders and whoever isa part of the 

party, not as a member but aa an accomplice, 


If the PDS wants more money, why does it not put ite popularity to the test by re- 
questing contributions or donations from its membership? There should be legiti- 
mate expedienta to collect money which can be correctly accounted for an honestly 
spent. What is wrong ie to resort to this type of compulsory contribution to fill 
the party's till; or take advantage of positions it has attained wi! »ut popular 
consent to make it money in association with the administration. 


More so, because should the administration grow to the point of involving all priv- 
ate enterprises and the jobs distributed by the government--with the despicable 
practice in force--the PDS would have everything to become, in a magician's trick, 
a single party by simply using the power of the material advantage at its disposal 
and of ite slush fund. The plan for the creation of a single party in Brazil is 
underway. This is why the Planalto Palace tries to protect its governors.

UNITY CANDIDATE CALDERON DISCUSSES FUTURE ROLE OF PARTY

[interview with Unity coalition presidential candidate Rafael Angel Calderon 
Fournier by Wilmer Murillo in the column “Political Wednesdays in the Republic"|] 


[Text] The presidential candidate of the Unity coalition, Rafael Angel Calderon 
Fournier, could find himself obliged to negotiate agreements with the leadership of 
the Democratic Renewal Party (PRD), which is meeting this coming 16 May to define hie 
political future. However, in any case it will lead to an adjustment of the 
political forces in the Unity coalition. Obviously, Calderon does not intend, 
despite everything, to rely on mechanieme for excessively ambitious change. 


Although apprehensive about the resulte of the Renewal assembly on Saturday, 
Calderon maintains that the majority of the members of thai party support the 
Unity campaign. If there is a eplit and if the separatist concept promoted by one 
group of representatives wine out, he believes that the base levels and the leader~ 
ship will in any case continue to support hie campaign. 


Calderon, who succeeded gradually in obtaining support for his candidacy, hase let 
it be known that he does not intend to pursue a mainly Calderonist campaign, but 
he stresses that Calderoniem is the force within the faction which will be in the 
vanguard in defense of social justice. This statement entails recognition of a 
concrete fact: He has political allies whose cooperation he needs in order to 
maintain an atmosphere of confidence and to eliminate discord with a view to 
unity. 


The watchword which seems to be gaining strength, and is suggested by what one hears 
from the main leaders of the coalition, has it that unity and the single party of 
the future should be sought on the basis of the Calderonist force. The specific 
undertakings which might give rise to controversy, however, are being replaced in its 
pronouncements by general statements concerning which there can be no disagreement. 
it is said that the Calderonist force is the group with the greatest moral authority 
to oifer the country better living conditions, peace and social calm in the future, 
and that it is thie faction, united with other political forces, which seems capable 
of winning government power beginning in 1982. In the following interview granted 
to “Political Wednesdays," Calderon speaks of this and other current subjects. 


([Question) Until a short time ago you were one of the most optimistic politicians 
about the future of the country. Do you continue to believe that there are reasons 
for Viewing Lhe crisis optimistically? 
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lAnewer] | have always viewed the erisie Costa Rica ic experiencing, even when | 
firet glimpeed it approaching, with concern. My optimiem comes from the faith | 
have in the people of Costa Rica, 1 beliewe that they have the capacity to over= 
come all these erises, And | view the future with optimiem because we are going to 
demand of our @ovement — mystique and sacrifice in order to move the country for 
ward, We have shown in the past that we can overcome crises, however serious they 
may be, and I believe that we will be able to do the same in the future, 


[Question] Does this vague language in commenting on public affaires, attributed to 
you by some circles in the country, arise out of a desire to listen and then to act? 


|Anewer] I have had 10 continuous years of training in national political life and 
10 continuous yeare in public service. I think, when all is eaid and done, I know 
a great deal about our national problems and considerable about public affaires. 

What | have been stressing is that there is no single man, however capable he may 
be, who can master absolutely all the realms of public administration and politice 
in general by himself. <A good government working team, in which the leader muet 
know how to listen and question, is indispensable. Then he must make his decisions 
firmly. Ll have been making profound suggestions in the public realm. 1 promoted 
the law for the protection of the national economy in the legislative committee on 
economic affairs. 1 took definite steps in favor of reducing the national budget in 
1981, We have not Limited ourselves in this connection to discussing the need for a 
reduction, but we have taken action, setting forth theses and seeking the viable waye 
of making the reduction requested concrete. 1 have aleo made serious suggestions 
about how to resolve housing problems, sow to achieve greater worker participation 
in the enterprises, suggestions about how to develop agriculture, how to increase 
the nationai production. Thue I do not agree that I do not have a basic under- 
standing of the national reality. 


[Question] Do you believe that the close relations of the Unity party and President 
Carazo's government, and the very fact that you were a part of it, constitute a 
“handicap” to your political career and your presidential ambitions’ 


|Anewer] This government has ite successes and ite errors. We do not agree with 
ite economic policy. We believe that it was necessary to form a consistent economic 
team well before the elections, so that together with the candidate it could then 
establish clear guadelines in the economic sector. We disagree with this government 
on various matters, and in particular the guidelines in the economic realm. The 
people of Costa Rica are capable of observing the differences in thinking between 
what we have proposed for the country and what the present government has done. 


[Question] What is the current situation between your party and the so-called 
dissident group of deputies? 


|Anewer] History shows that following a convention, there have always been groups 
within parties which disagree with the results of the popular will. This also 
occurred in the last campaign. Individuals who worked within our ranks and at the 
convention were unwilling afterwards to join the movement supporting the candidacy 
of Rodrigo Carazo. However, the vast majority gave their support to this candidacy 
and we won the elections. Today exactly the same thing is happening. Some indi- 
viduals do not want my election, but I can assure you that the vast mass, the 
majority of the leaders, stand firm with ay candidacy, are joining in the work of 
the campaign and are working for the 1982 triumph. 
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[Question] Speeifically, how many deputies does the Unity parliamentary faction 
have! 


lAnewer! 1! am continuing @y work with the parliamentary faction, and | believe 
that | should work with my 243 deputies, 


[Question] Some regard it ae risky and even somewhat unintelligent from the 
political point of view to give the coalition 4 personal Calderon configuration. 
Do you share thie view? 


l[Anewer! At no time have I wanted to wage an eminently Calderoniet campaign, 
separating those who did not belong to Unity in the past from it. It is ay desire 
to unite the Costa Rican family and to incorporate all the sectors of the people 

who think ae we do. What I have said and continue to etress is that there must be 

@ vanguard in thie movement for the defense of social justice in Costa Rica and the 
defense of the vast popular majorities, end all the workers of Costa Rica. This is 
my Mission in politics, and what I have always done=-to see to the welfare of those 
who have the least. The Calderonist movement supporte me massively in thie struggle, 
which covere all Costa Ricans without dietinection as to political hue who are de- 
termined to join in the etruggle for the benefit of the working clase. 


[Question] What type of clear and consistent procedures would you propose, to 
insure desirable relations among all the parties in the coalition and to provide a 
solution to the existing probleme’ 


[Anewer) 1 am determined to wage a struggle to consolidate use as a single party. 
In the future we must cease to be a coalition and become a single party. There are 
four clearly defined forces=-the extreme left, represented by United People; the 
social democrats, represented by the PLN [National Liberation Party]; the social 
Christians, a coalition today which will become a single party; and the extreme 
right wing, which hae begun to form a party. 


[Question] If the elections were held Sunday, what would the results of the voting 


be’

MILITARY PROFESSOR RECITES MARXIST MILITARY CONCEPTS 
Havana VERDE OLIVO in Spanish 24 May 81 pp 41-43

Technical Institute: "The Philosophic-Military Concept in the Works of Karl 
Marx") 


[Text] Karl Marx and Friedrich Engels were the creators of a new scientific 
concept of the world and of a harmonic system of philosophical, economic and 
political-social ideas in which great attention is devoted to military problems. 


It can be stated that they accomplished « revolution in military sciences, 
discovered the objective laws of war and provided this science with the research 
method of dialectic materialisn. 


Applying the dialectic method to the problems of war, Karl Marx and Friedrich 
Engels used the formula of the great German military theoretician Clausewitz, 

for whom war is the simple continuation of policy by violent means. They placed 
great value on the scientific analysis Clausewitz made of victories and defeats 
but at the same time they criticized his points of view on the relationship 
between war and policy as the determining factor with respect to war, and so 
forth. Clausewitz, who was an idealist in his concept of the world, did not 
understand that policy is the concentrated expression of the economy; he separated 
foreign policy from domestic, deciding that the main factor of foreign policy is 
war. 


Marx and Engels, applying dialectic and historical materialism to the problems 

of wars, conceived each of them within a specific historical period as the 
continuation of the policy of certain states and of the different classes of those 
states. 


Marx discovered the dialectic relationship between war and policy and showed 

that in the analysis on the nature of the former, it is necessary above all to 
base one's self on the political objectives of one class or the other. In this 
relationship--particularly instructive is the political and military analysis 

he makes of the Crimean War (1853-1856); the war between Italy and Austria (1859); 
in the United States (1861-1865), between Austria and Prussia (1866) between 
Frauce and Prussia (1870-1871), as well as the colonial wars and popular up- 
risings. 
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The objectives of ware are determined by the interests of classes and the states, 
which atruggle among themselves, and armed struggle is nothing more than the 
means for attaining those objectives, therefore, the nature of political 
objectives has a decisive influence in the content and conduction of the war. 
That ia the way Marx convincingly explains it when he analyzes the main par- 
ticipants in the anti-Russian coalition: France and England. The governing 
circles of England and France were guided in their policy by purposes of occu- 
pation. The former wanted to destroy the Russian military fleet, occupy Crimea-~ 
the Caucuses--and establish ite control in these regions. France, in turn, 
desired to occupy not only the Near East, but to establish its hegemony through- 
out Europe. Czariat Russia wanted to subordinate the countries of the Balkan 

to ite influence, occupy key positions in the Near East and the Balkans and 
subjugate Turkey. Therefore, all those who fought among themselves did so for 
reactionary political objectives. 


Marx also demonstrated that strategic-military objectives always depend on 
political objectives. Making an exhaustive analysis of this conflict, he arrived 
at the conclusion that England and France feared that it would become a popular 
war against the Czar and the theater of operations would extend to all of 
Europe and destroy the monarchic and feudal states, including the undemocratic 
systems of England and France. That is the reason that fighting was restricted 
to the regions they planned to occupy, far away from territories in which 
national liberation movements and revolutionary uprisings existed. Taking into 
account the dialectic link existing between war and policy, Marx also demon- 
strated the influence the former exerted over the latter. War tests the 
vitality of one or another social system, its economy, its politics, ideology, 
as well ac that of specific countries; It is the multilateral evidence of all 
the material and spiritual forces of the nation. 


Marx wrote: “War subjects a nation to a test." And he arrives at the conclusion 
that the defeat of Russian Czarism in Crimea. “revealed the rottenness of its 
political and social system..." 


The Franco-Prussian armed conflict, for example, showed the reactionary makeup 
of the decomposing regime of Louis Bonaparte, with the victories and defeats 
leading to a change in this policy. 


In other cases, war leads to the aggravation of revolutionary crisis; Marx, 
however, was against the opportunistic affirmations that it is always the premise 
of revolutions. 


His conviction was demonstrated by the conflicts of Crimea, which in 1859 did 
not lead to revolution in West Europe. 


Every armed conflict contributes to social progress or curbs it, depending on 
who is involved and the objectives and political content of it. 


In his analysis on the problems of war, Marx objectively stated the dependence 
of war on the economy. 











Creating historical materialiam=--scitence which studies the moat general laws 

and driving forces of the development of socitety--the founding of the proletarian 
doctrine introduced materialiem into the sphere of social phenomenons, classify- 
ing all social relationships ae material or ideological and he demonstrated the 
dependence of the social awareness of the social being, which is also an influence 
in the problem of war. 


A dedicated student of different ware, he decided that ther. are some principal 
factors which affect them euch as policy, class relationships, the morale 

of the army, leadership, ability of leaders, and so forth. However, the 
decisive factor, and in the final analysis the reason for victories and defeat, 
is nothing more than economic conditions. Material and economic conditions 
determine the beginning and end of wars, directly as well as through the inter- 
mediate links, one of which is the policy of one state or another, or the 
different clasees within each state. 





To us it is clear that military technology, the social makeup of the army, its 
atructure and organization d« enc on the prevailing type of production. This 
argument was enriched by Friederich Engels in his book "Anti-Duhring," when he 
states the following law: "...every organization and all the memsof struggle 
of armies, and therefore the victories and defeats, are dependent on material 
conditions, or more specifically, on economic conditions, on the material man 
and the material weapon, that is, on the qmlity and quantity of the population 
and equipment." 


Karl Marx and Friederich Engels were the first in history to determine that the 
economic factor is decisive in beginning and ending wars and | iey established the 
links existing between the military art, war and the army and the development of 
productive forces and the relationships of production. 


Marx not only demonstrated how decisive the economy is for the development of 
the army and combat activities, but also the influence they exercise in per- 
fecting the machinery and instruments of production and the skills of the labor 
torce. 


From his theoretical works is derived a dialectic classification of the nature 

of wars, differentiating among them pursuant to the specific analysis of a 
certain historical situation. To Marx they can be progressive and reactionary, 
revolutionary and counterrevolutionary, of vanguard classes and backward classes, 
and those which serve to strengthen systems of exploitation and those which 

serve to eliminate them. 


Taking this classification into account, his article "English Cruelty in China," 
was the first which used the concept of unjust wars. He emphasized that the 
English in China "...carried war to a higher level of unjust war." The 
reactionary government of England burst into Canton without any declaration of 
war, the city being bombarded, its principal buildings of dwellings and peaceful 
‘ones and so forth, destroyed. Also in that aggression England carried out 
against China and India, Marx showed that colonial wars are arbitrary and 
illegal procedures against peoples. 
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Describing the clasaist nature of armed conflicts, he used the concepts of 
"defensive war" and “offeneive war" and he emphasized that they are political 
and could not be identified with other strategic concepts euch as “defensive 
operations" and “offensive operations." He understood defensive wars to be 
just, considering the clase nature of them and the organic links between war 
and politics. Viadimir Ilyich Lenin always used the concept of just when 
speaking of defensive wars. 


Marx understood progressive ware to be defensive, wars in which the people 
defend their existence and national independence, and he differentiated between 
them and the reactionary defensive wars in which the exploiting and controlling 
classes executed a policy of occupation of the territory of other countries and 
of subjugation of its population. 


Karl Marx was the firet to take into account a scientific, dialectical- 
materialistic classification of ware and he criticized the previous metaphysical 
viewpoints existing in that respect. He particularly criticized Kudelmann 

for his lack of dialectical viewpoint in the characterization of armed conflicts. 
In a letter to Engles dated 17 August 1870, he writes: "Kudelmann identifies 
defensive wars with defensive military operations. This means that if some 
person attacks me on the street I can ward off the blows but I cannot beat him 
because it would become something offensive then. Dialectics are missing from 
every word these men say." 


He also showed the diulectical transformation of a just progressive war into a 
reactionary and unjust war. For example, in the Franco-Prussian war, after 

the catastrophe of Cedan, the nature of the war after the defeat of the Second 
French Empire changed and from a defensive war by Germany it became an unjust 

war of occuaption, that is, it became reactionary on the part of Germany. In 
practice, Marx through the Communist International, called upon the proletariat 
of the entire world to support the French Republic against the Prussian 
occupants. Under these circumstances, he wrote: "If the workers forget their 
duty, if they are passive in this period of history, the proletariat will never 
be able to win against the international reactionary forces and against capital." 


in these ideas may be noted the viewpoint he had on the relationships that must 
be maintained by the working class toward militarism and war. He always said 
that the working class cannot be neutral or passive in its relationships with 
war. The working class must struggle against wars of occupation and must always 
remember the principle of proletarian internationalism. 


Marx discovered the organic link between the class struggle of the proletariat 
and the struggle against militarism. He demonstrated that militarism and wars 
of occupation were in contradiction with the interests of the working class. 
He intervened against the pacifist bourgeoisie, who believed in the illusion 
about the possibility of ending wars within the framework of the capitalist 
system. 








A ateadfast use of dialectic materialism toward military problema is his 
position based on the union of peaceful and unpeaceful means in the fight 
againat capitaliem, which must be determined by the following factors; 


The speectfie conditions of the correlations of adversary forces; 


The level of resistance of the bourgeoisie and the potential of the bureaucratic~ 
military machinery in the capitalist state. 


The peaceful means of struggle against capitalists is not a route for reform but 
a specific form of clase struggle ueed by revolutionaries. 


Another important aspect analyzed by Marx with respect to the complea processes 


of war and the army, was the role the popular masses play in the accomplishment 
of combat activities. 


In their book "The Sacred Family," Marx and Engels formulated the universal 
sociological law on the increase of the role of the popular masses in history, 
and particularly about war as a political-social phenomenon. 


The great thing is that they show that creative and revolutionary work by the 
masses during the course of ware of liberation leads to new means of waging 
them. 


The popular revolutionary nature of the antislavery war in the United States 
required the mobilization of large popular masses for the fulfillment of 
political goals. 


Marx said that in the accomplishment of combat activities a very important role 
is played by some subjective factors such as initiative, awareness, will, energy 
and the interests and objectives of the people, class and the parties, all 

of which are manifested in the activities of the masses as well as those of 
individual men. 


He said that the decisive role of the popular masses in wars in no way excludes 
the specific activity of the leaders and individual fighters. In his analysis 
he considered the organic relationship existing between the popular masses 

and the leaders in the accomplishment of combat activities for obtaining 
victory. There remains no doubt that successes depend greatly on the talent, 
initiative and skill of the leadership of military leaders. It is not possible 
to win victory without good leaders and even in revolutionary uprisings, 
leadership plays an important role. For example, when analyzing the reasons 
for the defeat of the uprising of the people in India against England in 
1857-1859, Marx considered the following factors: 


i. The absence of a centralizec and united leadership. 


’ 


The absence of a general headquarters for all the rebels. 
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4. Disagreements in the circles of some military leaders who did not support 
the uprising and joined the English; in this case they were the majority. 


Because of the rich experience in the activities of many military leaders, Marx 
reached the conclusion that men not only act regardless of objective conditions, 
but also create and change many of them. 





The founders of Marxism emphasized that the leadership role in the organization 
of armed struggle against the bourgeoisie must be in the hands of the working 
class. 


This idea was expressed in the message of the Central Committee to the Communist 
League written by Marx and Engels in 1850. In it is said that to win victory 
over the bourgeoisie ".,..the workers must organize and arm...The workers must 
organize as the independent proletarian vanguard with chiefs and staffs they 
themselves elect." 


In his works Marx never conceived war only as an activity of armed struggle. 
Together with it, other forms of struggle have great importance in times of 
war: economic, diplomatic and ideological. Within them, he granted particular 
importance to the ideological struggle as a specific means of carrying out the 
war. Ideology exercises great influence in war through the activities of men, 
demonstrated in the results of the Civil War of the United Sates, the First 

and Second World Wars, the victory of the people of Vietnam and those of other 
nations of Asia and Latin America. 


in a general sense, we have expounded the main theoretical ideas of Karl Marx 
on some of the philosophical problems in the sphere of military theory and 
practice, ideas which later were enriched by V.I. Lenin under new historical 
conditions.

FISHING RESULTS POR PAST 5 YEARS REPORTED 
"avana MAR Y PESCA in Spanish Mar 81 pp 8-13 
lArticle by Jesus Abascal Lopes: “A Pavorable Balance Sheet") 


[Text) tn 1978, Cuba's fishing catch amounted to 213,171.68 tone, the highest in 
history, According to the latest "Statistical Fishing Directory" published by the 
Food and Agricultural Organization (PAO) of the United Nations, Cuba moved up to 
43d place among the world's 160 fishing nations that same year. When one considers 
the fact that in 1958, our country was in 68th place in thie production ranking, 
then one guest admit that there has been a substantial leap in the past 20 years, 

in addition to which we have maintained 7th place among al] the Latin American 
countries, 


This new record established by our fishing sector came about precisely in the midst 
of the 1976-1980 period, during which a total of 932,687.3 tone was achieved as 
the result of fishing operations at the close of 5 years of work. 


In hie Central Report to the Second Congress of the Communist Party of Guba, given 
in December 1980, Fidel Castro mentioned the results of the fishing industry dur- 
ing the period and stated that the gross catch during the 5 years analyzed repre- 
sented a 29-percent increase over the previous 5-year span, from 1971 to 1975 (see 
table below). 


The figures registered are certainly stimulating, considering the fact that during 
recent periods, the behavior of certain commercial species in international waters 
left a great deal to be desired and despite the fact that the restrictions imposed 
by the establishment of the 200-mile patrimonial limit and other regulations -- 
without mentioning the cancellation of certain fishing agreements — seriously 
affected the fishing of our high-seas fleets over the past 2 years. 


Nevertheless, in 1980, fishing production showed an annual balance of 186,402.5 
tone of fish caught, culminating a long period of 22 years of revolutionary fishing 
with a grand total of 2,252,804.1 tons during that time. When we recall that in 
1958, the last year of the bloody Batista dictatorship, fishing production amounted 
to only 21,900 tons, we have to feel samewhat proud of these economic achievements 
in an industry which, as has been repeatedly pointed out, was actually born with 
the revolution and which owes its maxigum thrust to the personal intervention of 
the commander in chief, 
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however, there le another very interesting question: Seme 44 percent of the teta! 
results of revolutionary fishing preduction over 22 years corresponds te catches 
made during the S»-year period that has just came te 4 close, We are therefore 
justified in boasting of the efforte made by the some 26,000 workers in the sector, 
including over 16,000 fishermen working on over 2,000 beats == /6 of which are 

lafee Vessele == that operate in the highe-seas fleets, the so-called intermediate 
fleets and our Insular Shelf Fleet (FP), 


Loncerfiing preduction tn 1980, we must point out that the participation of these 
fleets in national fishing a8 4 whole gave the following proportions: Cuban Fleet, 
55 percent (102,469.6 tone); Insular Shelf Pishing Pleet, 34 percent (62,568 tons); 
Tuna Fleet, 5 pereent (9,243.1 tone); and the intermediate fleets, 2.4 percent 
(5,262.3 tome), The remaining 1.6 percent corresponded to aquiculture, 


Om previous occasions, we have stated that before the triumph of the revolution, 
the ennual per capita consumption of fish products in our country was only 4 kilo= 
grams (a figure practically limited to the consumption of the people of Havana, a 
number of provinetal capitale and certain sones along the northern and southern 
coasts of Guba). During thie 5-year period, on the other hand, the annual average 
has increased to something over 10 kilograms per person. 


in fact, during the pertoed fram 1976 to 1980, the national distribution of fishing 
products was about 500,000 tone for the entire 5-year period (an average of 100,000 
tone per year) trom a broad cold-storage network existing throughout the country, 
including a emall fleet of tratlere and refrigerated trucks (215 unite total) that 
takes the products to the most remote corners of our island, 


At the close of the 5-year period analyzed, the Ministry of the Fishing Industry of 
Cuba (MIP) had a total of eight shipyards in operation and atruly impressive balance 
sheet for @ country that etarted fram scratch in thie economic sector: over 10,/00 
boate built in 20 yeare (eee table below), of which 1,900 are over 10 meters long. 
Out of thie considerable number of fishing boats designed and built in our shipyards, 
17? are of eteel, 940 of reinforced concrete, 780 of wood and 6 of plastic. With 
respect to the 1975-1979 period, with a total of 5,440 boats built in only 5 years, 
the notable development of this new economic sector in our country is clearly re- 
flected, 


Of course, we cannot fail to point out that during the 1976-1980 period, “fishing 
had over 400 million pesos worth of exports, over double the figure for the pre- 
ceding period” (see table below), a new record in this extremely important branch: 
the obtention of foreign currency for our economy. 


in his Central Report to the Second Congress, in referring to the economic guide- 
‘ines for the next S<year period (1981-1985), Fidel said: “In the fishing industry, 
we foresee growth of some 10 percent annually in the gross catch based on what we 
have done this 5S<year period, There will also be important development of fish 
tarming, including the construction of ten breeding stations and over 20 collection 
centere,” 


These are very favorable prospects and they force us to provide at least some 
information on the National Aquaculture Enterprise. This enterprise, which now 

is seven administrative units, 23 production establishments and over 1,000 workers, 
uses the river dams built in the country for agricultural purposes (there are some 
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600 in all of Cuba) and does its fishing at 92 of them. This production has stead- 
ily grown throughout the past 5 years (1,200 tons in 1976; 2,400 tons in 1977; 

1,200 tons in 1978; 4,400 tons in 1979; 5,900 tons in 1980). Some 90 percent of 
these catches in interior waters is made up of the tilapia species and the remaining 
10 percent of tench, white amura, native carp and European carp. For 1981, the 
plan envisions a total of 7,000 ton, representing a 19-percent increase over the 
previous year. With reapect to the ten hatcheries planned for the 5-year period 
now beginning, the first will be completed this year in Villa Clara Province and 
will have a production capacity of 3 million fry annually, each of which should 
reach an average weight of 20 grams in growing tanks. 


From every standpoint, the final balance sheet for the 1976-1980 period should be 
netdered favorable in general and sets very precise tasks for the new period. 
"Ve must inereage the capacity of the fleets, particularly that of the high-seas 
cet, tove maximum advantage of insular shelf resources, increase the catch at 

jams and improve the amount of fish offered to the people." 
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Planning Directorate 


If we manage to make substantial improvements in work efficiency, economic activi- 
ties and fishing itself, we shall also succeed in achieving a high profitability 
index in the fishing industry in the years to come. Once more, workers in the 
fishing sector have an ambitious goal before them and once more, we are certain that 
they will achieve it and serve the revolution.

FISHING ACTIVITIES IN SOUTHEAST PACIFIC REPORTED 
Havana MAR Y PESCA in Spanieah Mar 81 pp 14-19 
|Article by Pedro Morales) 


[Text] The “Rio Zaza" has two well-defined objectives: first of all, its run, 
ita production goals and all the activity that makes up daily life on the boat, 
the concern of all on board to see that their achievements are outstanding; and 
second, the task of serving as a base for the area headquarters of the Cuban Fish- 
ing Fleet (FCP) in the Southeast Pacific. As we shall see, there is nothing easy 
about the task. 


The captain of the "Rio Zaza" is Carlos Gomez. Gomez went to the USSR in 1965, 
becoming a high-seas pilot and combining his theoretical studies with navigation 
on Soviet fishing boats.. In 1970, he returned to our country and immediately 
joined the Cuban Fishing Fleet, where he began to work as second officer on the 
"Catbarien,” a motorized fishing boat. From that time on, his life has been one 
of constant travel: the North Atlantic, the Southeast Atlantic, the Central Paci- 
fic, the Gulf of Mexico, and although in 1977 he was promoted to captain, it can 
be said that at the age of 33, he is already an experienced sailor. 


For Gomez, his last run in this area known as the Meseta de Nazca, in open waters, 
was one of multiple concerns or, as he himself says, “one responsibility after 
another," 


"We began our run on 11 August 1980 and finished it in February 1981," he says. 
(Our visit to the vessel took place in late December 1980.) "Now, from the stand- 
point of our production plan, we can say that things are going well, even better 
than we had thought. We are exceeding our goals for the catch, the beheading 
operation and fish flour, and we are sure that at the end of the campaign, we 
shall be among the top producers in our enterprise." 


With his characteristically deliberate manner of speech, the captain of the "Rio 
Zaza" explained that it was the second run he had made with the same crew and that 
this was one of the decisive factors contributing to good understanding on board. 


"In this area, our catches are made in water of medium depth, which forced us to 
be much more careful, both with the instruments used and the fishing equipment 
itself. Deepsea fishing, which we have done for years, does permit certain liber- 
ties, even if it is equally complex, because one ends up knowing the area in which 
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one tishes by heart, This region ta new to uae and one or two rune are not enough 
to provide the necessary experience, However, everything went well, Our men 
demonatrated that they are very good fishermen, Our net crewa, the officers, the 
net manter all feel as if they had fished all their lives in these waters." 


ror the "Rio Zaza," the fishing operations began in a region in the extreme southern 
Pacific, at 48°, Fishing in such latitudes is very hard, The weather is highly 
vartable and there are storms, The prevailing winds are known as the “forty 
whistles" and they come up unexpectedly, churning up heavy seas, This is the area 
which fishermen in the Cuban Fishing Fleet call “the swamp," where the saurel 
[jurel], the predominant species, is bigger and found in much larger quantities 

than in the north, However, one cannot fish there all year around, as net master 
Victor O'Parrill explains, By April or May, one has to go further north, where the 
waters are calmer and where large concentrations of saurel and mackerel are found, 


Work on board the "Rio Zaza" is as finely tuned as a watch, "If this were not so," 
ed Offteer Adolfo Martinez explains, “we would not have the resulta we have obtained, 
"We have the new organization of work on board our boat, just like on the "Rio 
Najasa," which demands good synchronization. Along with the piecework system of 
pay, with a base wage on land, the new form of pay, this gives incentive to every- 
one to have better production, There is not a single crew member who does not 

know how much we are catching, how much we freeze, how much fish flour is produced." 


Martinez also tells us about the organization of the work of the deck officers: 


"Independently of the fact that the captain has supreme responsibility for every- 
thing that happens here, a method of work on the bridge has been established that 
helps us all immensely. We officers rotate weekly and act as if we were the fish- 
ing captain, which enables us to improve daily and be in direct contact with every 
production problem. In addition, this establishes a kind of secret emulation 
between deck officers, who do not want to lag behind during their week as fishing 
captain, At the same time, this creates a better link between all of us and the 
processing area and this week we will be closely involved with that activity." 


We stated before, in the words of the captain of the "Rio Zaza," that the task of 
leading on board a supertrawler of the Cuban Fishing Fleet was in no way easy. 

In addition to the production plan, maintenance of the vessel, trade union tasks, 
cultural improvement, internal social life and the experiment with a new type of 
work organization, the boat also served as headquarters in the area and for a time, 
Carlos Gomez himself was chief of the zone, 


"In short," Gomez explains, "the maneuvers and the fishing movements of the super- 
trawlers are controlled from zone headquarters. Joint work is coordinated and 
solutions are sought to problems that might exist at this level. Nor is there any 
lack of problems, as one might imagine. The zone headquarters is an aid to all 
captains and permits work as a team." 


When stated in this fashion, everything seems to boil down to an administrative 
task and yet, that is not the whole story. The zone headquarters is also a way of 
keeping a constant watch over the economic indicators of the boats as they fish 
and it directs transfers, maneuvers for fueling up on the high seas, repairs that 
are feasible at sea, the exchanging of spare parts, and so on, Constant contact 
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in eatablished between boata, which often involves solving a medical problem or 
quite aimply, the anawer to a technical queation, 


For all of these purposes, the chief of the sone sete up daily radio communication 
with captaina, while the chiefa, health technicians, training personnel and equip- 
ment managers (subordinates) do so on a weekly basia, The zsone's technical chief 
also has a highly ekilled mechanic, an electrician, a cold atorage technician, 

a technologist and other auxiliary personnel, all of whom operate as an emergency 
team for different problema that might emerge. In addition, there is a biologiat 
who collects data and two telegraph operators, completing the roll of this head- 
quarters, 


We must now take a brief look at the opirions of many crew members of the "Rio 
Zaza" concerning their run, Aa is the ¢ we with all the vessels of the Cuban 
Fishing Fleet, the "old" fishermen (practically none over 40) are joined by recent 
graduates of the fishing schools or satlors from other fleets. For example, what 
do they think about the experimental piecework system of pay being tried at the 
time of our visit to the boat? 


For Amado Polo, the cargo officer (25 years old) who entered the Cuban Fishing 

Fleet as a sailor, the system means a tremendous effort. He is in charge of keep- 

ing track of all economic data, including wages. He must handle the system of | 
figuring wages, operations registries, inventory, fuel consumption reports, sum- 

maries of products received and delivered and periodic reports to the command of the 

ship, among other equally important matters. "This new system of pay will without 

a doubt turn out to be a tremendous incentive for production. We see this daily in 

the interest of everyone and every single crew member in how things are going. I 

think it is a positive achievement of our enterprise that will soon be implemented 

on all boats," 


Armando Gali, net master with 12 years in the Cuban Fishing Fleet, is equally 
expressive: "It forces all of us to work more; I don't know how, but we work 
harder." Francisco Colon, from the processing crew, says: "We fishermen do not 
have to be told something twice when it needs to be done and yet, there is more 
enthusiasm with this new system. I do not know whether it is the system or tie 
fact that we have made several runs together, but everyone is doing his best." 
Finally, Fulgencio Chivas, from the thawing crew, says: "Everyone is very happy. 
In the beginning, some did not know what it was going to be like and they were 
afraid, but now, when they tell how much we are earning at the production assen- 
blies, everyone comes out smiling." 


On the "Rio Zaza" then, despite the fact that this boat's last run in the Southeast 
Pacific was very complex, in its dual role as a production boat and headquarters of 
the zone, things went very well. Or, as Benito Aguilar, the experienced engine 
chief, told us, “There were naturally problems, but we were able to overcome them 
and our boat and its crew were at all times equal to the task of building social- 
iam." 


Knowing Resources 


"It is not merely a matter of fishing here," says Raul Dominguez, biologist with 
the Cuban Fishing Fleet and assigned to the zone headquarters in the Southeast 
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Pacifie, “We also have to go deeply into the biology of the species we catch and 
into the charactertatica of the resources," 


Graduating in biological seclences in 1976, Dominguez has the double task of produc- 
tion control and head of research done in the Meseta de Naaca. 


“Our work has two faceta, one research and the other control, but they are linked 
rogether and can help us to know the resources we are using better. Work in bilo- 
lonv enables us to collect broad information about the size of the species, most 
xeneral characteristics, age, and so on, Through our control of production, we 
learn what works in the area, how fishing is done, the time actually spent on it, 
and so on, which in short-range terms facilitates the finding of conclusions for 
better use of resources, Here we confine ourselves to gathering data from all the 
boate and the data processing takes place in Havana, All work is done in coordina- 
tion with the Fishing Research Center, which, like us, is interested in indicators 
such as the lengtheweight ratio of species, characteristics of the bony structure, 
decisive variations and other matters of great interest."

SELA MEETING ON AQUICULTURE, RESULTS NOTED 
Havana MAR Y PESCA in Spanish Mar 81 pp 20-23

[text] Attended by representatives from Costa Rica, Cuba, Ecuador, Honduras, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama and Peru, the fourth regular meeting of Project 5 (Re- 
search Systems at Aquiculture Centers) of the SELA [Latin American Economic System] 
Ocean and Fresh Water Products Action Committee was held on 4-5 February at the 
Triton Hotel in Miramar. 


The event yielded positive results and important agreements were made, including 
the admission of Nicaragua to Project 5, 2-year financing of the REVISTA LATINO- 
AMERICANA DE ACULCULTURA by Mexico and an increase in exchanges of technical assis- 
tance, 


During their stay in Cuba, delegates visited the facilities of the El Dique Na- 
tional Aquiculture Enterprise in Cotorro, where they saw work aimed at developing 
omnivorous species such as the tilapia and herbivorous species such as the amura, 
tench and carp. 


Opening Session 


"The joint work we could begin in the not-too-distant future would make it possible 
to have programs for the training of technicians and specialists, exchange breeding 
stock, fry, food and technological equipment, and contribute to the development of 
aquiculture in Latin American, thereby helping to improve the diet of our people," 
said Dr Carlos Baez, director of the National Aquiculture Enterprise, in his open- 
ing address to delegates attending the fourth meeting. 


in addition, Dr Juan Jose Cardenas, secretary of the SELA Ocean and Fresh Water 
Products Action Committee, said, on behalf of that important Latin American organi- 
zation, that "Project 5 is one of the most dynamic within the Action Committee, and 
this meeting today will show what progress has been made in the field." 


For his part, Dr Ric + +: wtto, representing Panama and president of Project 5, 
thanked the Department o: snternational Relations of the Ministry of the Fishing 
Industry and the National Aquiculture Enterprise for the noteworthy organization of 
the activity, pointing out that "to date, our best weapon has been the RFVISTA 
LATINOAMERICANA DE ACUICULTURA, for its information furthers our knowledge about 
all aspects of aquiculture, although we have to step up our exchanges of technical 
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personnel, which are moving too slowly. We Latin Americana are capable of con- 
trolling our deatiny,” he emphasized, "and further work on Project 5 tasks gives 
us an opportunity co demonstrate this." 


Dr Cardenas then read Nicaragua's membership application for Project 5 (Research 
Syatema at Aqutculture Centers), aigned by that country's representative, Juan 
Gazol and greeted by applause. "We sign this document," Gazol said, "convinced 
that the Project will greatly help our nation, and at the same time, we offer our 
modest support and experience to other member nations so that together we may find 
sultable answers to Latin American aquicu'ture problems," 


First Work Sesaton 


Beginning shortly after 1030 hours on Wednesday, 4 February, the first work session 
lasted until after 2200 hours, It alone demonstrates the magnitude of the topics 
taken up and the tacit destre of the delegates to reach practical agreements that 
could be carried out without delay, 


The session began with the reading of the report of the Action Committee, In it, 
Dr Cardenas revealed the main aspects of the committee's work and explained the 
difficulties it faces with regard to financing, inasmuch as the UN Development 
Program has greatly reduced its budget for this type of activity. "Now," he saic, 
"we must find individual waye in each country to continue such activity." 


He stated that certain count: les may be able to undertake bilateral financing for 
their projects with the Inter-American Development Bank (IDB). However, he empha- 
sized that every nation must structure it. projects without depending on outside 
organizations, 


In the afternoon and evening, debate continued on accords to be made and the Mexi- 
can delegation proposed to finance the REVISTA LATINOAMERICANA DE ACULCULTURA for 
2 years. The journal is a quarterly and has a circulation of 1,500. The offer 
from the Azte. nation gave rise to genera) approval, for it is an example of con- 
crete help for solving aquiculture problems south of the Rio Bravo. 


Another of the resolutions unanimuusly adopted had to do with the acceleration of 
bilateral agreements for the exchange of technical assistance and specialists, 
while financial difficulties brought up by international organizations are solved. 
Mexico and Cuba, among others, manifested their willingness to promote such a 
commitment. 


The delegates also resolved that starting now, the presidency of Project 5 should 
rotate and that the term would be 1 year. It was generally agreed to thank Dr Rich- 
ird Pretto, retiring president, for the work he has done in office. 


[t was also unanimously decided that the presidency of the Technical Committee 
should go to Alma Araceli Orbe, from the General Aquiculture Directorate of Mexico, 


who, on behalf of her country, expressed thanks for the confidence shown by the 
Project members and said that “we shall make every possible effort to promote 
work in aquiculture in Latin America," 
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Final Seasion 


ihe tinal seseten of the event was heightened by a morning visit to the El Dique 
Nuttonal Aquleulture Enterprige in the municipality of Cotorro, Havana Province, 
where the delegates were able to see some of the work done in aquiculture in Cuba, 


The visttore saw different open-air or covered tank areas and received detailed 
information about the processes of breeding omnivorous and herbivorous fish, 

breedin methods, the stocking of reservoirs and dams, the time it takes for fish 
to reach commercial aize, and other topics of interest, The fishing equipment work= 
shop of the enterprise was aleo visited and the delegates were interested in seeing 
the most productive equipment, which was shown to them, 


In the afternoon, the final session continued with a lecture by David Perez (MS), 
deputy director of research of the ENA [National Aquiculture School], who talked 
about the development of aquiculture in the country. Perez drew a picture of the 
pas’, present and future of this important branch of activity and emphasized the 
construction of ten breeding stations during this 5-year period (1981-1985), 


Following the leeture, the agreements made at the meeting were signed. A spirit 

of Crue cooperation prevailed among the different nations, which should result in 
noteworthy short= and medium-range progress, especially in improved knowledge of 
personne! receiving visite from experts and the training of technicians in countries 
that offer advanced courses. 


Alma Araceli Orbe (MS), head of the Mexican delegation: "Our immediate plans in- 
clude promoting Project 5 (Research Systeme at Aquiculture Centers) by means of the

had moments of anguish last year when the independent press, tolerated by Jean-Claude

these agitators who were using the radio to urge the workers to start a revolution, 
Since then, we have been living in an atmosphere of peace and hard work."/ 


The fresh breezes of freedom that blew through Haiti for several months could not 
leave indifferent the majority of the 800,000 inhabitants of the immense shantytown 
that Port au Prince has become. With a minimum wage fixed at $2.64 per day (Fr 13, 
or 59/8 per month--gross!--) which many heads of industries contrive to avoid paying 
thanks to a system of piecework remuneration, workers must perform prodigious feats 
to hope to balance the family budget in a city where the cost of living is comparable 
New York. The weekly LE PETIT SAMEDI SOIR, one of the few to escape the purge 
of 28 November, published in its 21 February edition an investigation showing that 
most of the inhabitants had to resort to usurers. It is not surprising, under these

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loday, the independent labor unions, who had taken advantage of the brief period 
vl treedom to organize in several industries, have disappeared, with very few 
exceptions, Their leaders were arrested and expelled, 


lo the grea. relief of the industrials, who were not ready to face a dispute, that 
would inevitably have threatened exploitation that ie close to @lavery. 


Ar Meve is representacive of the entrepreneurial clase on which the ‘Jean-Claudiat 
economic revolution" has relied since 1971, and which is encouraged by the International 
Monetary Fund, 


the economic development strategy is based on sub-contracting activity, oriented 
basically toward the American market, and on increasing import substitutions in the 
food industry sector, cleaning products, toiletries, and plastic. There was 
spectacular growth in sub-contracting in the 19708, which translated into an average 
annual rate of industrial growth of 7 percent, which went as high as 11 percent in 
1978, compared to 0.6 percent for the previous decade. Only 50 industries were 
established between 1961 and 1970, at a time when the bloody regime of Francois 
Vuvalier had voluntarily broken off almost all relations with other nations, while 
1\9/5=76 alone saw the creation of 60 new enterprises. 


A Female Proletariat 


Out of the 460,000 workers in the modern industrial sector--which is concentrated 
almost exclusively in Port au Prince--80 percent work in the 190 sub-contracting 
plants: textiles primarily, then electronic equipment, toys, and sports equipment. 
Haiti has also become the world's leading manufacturer of baseballs. This sector 
alone employs 4,000 people, mostly women, in 10 factories, one of which, belonging 
to Rawling Haiti, is in fact the third biggest industrial employer in the country 
(more than 1,000 workers), after the Hasco sugar refinery and an electronic parts 
factory, Allied Industries. 


Local authorities can offer many reasons why Haiti should be ome a sort of Taiwan 

of the Caribbean: proximity to the American market, tax advantages of every kind, 
and above all the abundant and very cheap labor. Raw materials, about 70 percent 

of which come from the United States (95 percent for sports items and toys), are 
imported duty-free and the finished product is re-exported under the same conditions 
to the American market. According to a study prepared by one of Ronald Reagan's 
advisers,* the cost per year per worker varies between $590 in textiles and $1,000 
in electronics. Who can top that? 


it is not surprising, under these conditions, that rapid growth has been shown in 
the number of assembly industries in the country, and this is reflected in export 
figures. While sub-contracting accounted for barely 6 percent of all exports in 
1969, by 1978 it had reached 28.5 percent, for the first time earning more than 
coffee, which was traditionally the biggest money earner in the country and provided

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the tneome for JO percent of the population, The exceptionally good results of the 
\Y/¥ L980 season (45 percent greater volume than the previous year) put coffee back 

in tiret place, but only temporarily, since Hurricane Allen destroyed 35 percent of 
the coffee in production in August 1980, thereby proportionally reducing income 

for the 1980-1961 season, Over the long term, several factors are working againat 
volfee: a4 40 percent decline in international market prices over the last 4 years, 
poor financial returns for the same 300,000 amall growers because of the excessive 

tax levied on the exportation of coffee by the government, and a lack of the financial 
aud technical means that would be needed to replace existing coffee plants, moat o! 
which are more than 20 years old, 


lhe industrial sector is also subject to the fluctuations in the international 
economic situation, A report from the ministry of social affaire*® discussed the 
concerns over the fragility of an industry which is totally dependent on an external 
market and consequently on quotas which the United States can alter in accordance 
with the state of its own economy, According to a United Nations document, the rate 
of growth in the volume of industrial production will show a "significant deceleration,’ 
with growth of only 3 percent in 1981 compared to 7 percent in 1980, The fall in 
agricultural production (especially coffee) and the industrial slowdown should result 
in a O.5 percent decline in the gross domestic product (GDP) for the first time since 
the end of the 1960's. Among the probable consequences foreseen by the experts are 

4 Stagnation of investment, a record deficit in the balance of trade, and in public 
finances, as well as a signifcant erosion in the purchasing power of wage-earners, 
which is even now 20 percent lower than it was in 1970. 


The otpimism shown by the Haitian industrials (Mr Mev claims that the absorptive 
capacity of the Port au Prince industrial area will double in the next 2 years) does 
not seem to take into account the economic realities, much less the social consequences 
of the type of development for which they are calling. International experts of 

every kind and all nationalities, who are legion in Haiti (though only a few are 
engaged in serious work), do not see things the same way. They think the priorities 
should be revised to focus efforts on satisfying basic needs. 


In their view, the Haitian economy has come to an impasse, to the extent that there 
is a contradiction between the mode of growth adopted and a policy of real develop- 
ment, if only because the assembly industry creates very few jobs (3 percent of the 
active population) in a country where unemployment and under-employment (15 percent 
and 72 percent, respectively) affect the overwhelming majority of the population. 


The phenomenon of the "boat people,’ who have fled their country by the thousands 
under the most dreadful conditions--first of all to the Bahamas, then to the United 
States--is an eloquent illustration of the tragedy of the Haitian peasant. The 
deterioration of agricultural land as a result of deforestation, natural disasters 
(hurricanes, drought), the harmful effect of "“seculators" (middlemen on whom the 
‘depend for the sale of his product) and governmental neglect have trans- 


formed a rich agricultural land into a semi-desert punctuated with a few oases. 
J industria’ employment, April 1980, carried out with the hlep of the 
Juilea Nations Development Program (UNDP). 
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A Disarming Cheerfulnesa 


Haiti had to import $40 million in food products in 1980, According to an official 
document prepared in connection with the third 5-year plan (1982-1986), the shortfall 
would have reached §132 million if the calculations had been based on "established 
world caloric intake atandarde,"” For the next few years, /"it would thus not be 
realistic to try to fill the food supply gap on the basis of actual needsa."/ This 

ie doubtless the conclusion already drawn by the peasants who literally threw them- 
selves into the sea only to run aground on the desert islet of Cavo Lobos in the 
bahamas, 


Others have preterred to take their changes in Port au Prince, where, they thought, 
it would always be possible to scrape along. After having sold their minuscule 
parcel of land (less than one-half hectare, on average), the most fortunate buy a 
“tap-tap" or a “public,” those brightly colored community taxis crammed with people 
which move in endless procession in the indescribable disorder of the capital city. 
After the desolate spectacle of the countryside, Port au Prince overflows with activity, 
with ite fly-by-night street traders and ite “Iron Market" which spills out on all 
sides from the sheer weight of the crowds. But the “belly” of Port au Prince is 
disgusting, and the city gives the impression of having been bombarded. The ‘'ginger- 
bread style” houses, which were doubtless beautiful long ago, and the more squalid 
slums run together in a bewildering confusion. The sewage system is inadequate, and 
dumps the dirty water in the bay, right in front of what used to be a magnificent 
ocean front planted with coconut palms. What remains of it looks like the Haiti of 
today, a doomed country. The local bourgeoisie, who live apart on the cool heights 
of Petionville, adapt themselves to a situation the potentially explosive nature of 
which they seem not to have considered, But the seaside slums, of which the most 
famous and also most wretched is still Saline, are gradually nibbling their way up 
the slopes of the mountain, and the new city-dwellers are building their tumbledown 
hovels in the beautiful gardens of Petionville. 


but against all economic logic Port au Prince continues to survive, and the natural 
cheerfulness of the people is still as disarming as ever. One expression keeps 
recurring like a leitmotif, even from the lips of the poorest: /"No problem."/ 

this is the great mystery of this country which lives on the edge of the abyss and 
which periodically faces famine (several tens of thousands died in the northwest in 
1977). Only the will to survive and international assistance seem to stave off 
collapse. Foreign assistance--which came to $137 million in 1980 and may reach $160 
million this year--has become absolutely indispensable to make up for the deficits 
in the balance of trade and the budget, to finance the building of infrastructure, 
and, quite simply, to take care of a country and a population of 5 million inhabitants 
who are adrift.

4 clear deterloration in terms of nutrition,... Close to 75 percent of the population 
live below the absolute poverty Line, which means that the overwhelming majority 

ol Haltians do not have access to the bare nutritional minimum. Malnutrition and 

even starvation are very widespread,"'/ 


hot saye te all, The World Bank, the Interamerican Development bank, and the six 
main donor countries (United States, France, Canada, Weat Germany, Ierael, and Taiwan) 
who meet each year in the framework of a joint commission, have long ago diagnosed 
with precision the serious obstacles which impede a rational and efficient use of 
international aid: weakness of the local administration in terma of financial and 
human resources; the excessive imbalance in the distribution of income (1 percent of 
the population holds more than 44 percent of the nation's income, while 61 percent of 
the Haitians must live on $60--Fr 300--per year), further aggravated by abnormal 
fiscal practices; excessive centralization of economic activities in the capital city, 
which has produced a massive influx of people from the countryside who are condemned 
to unemployment; grossly insufficient efforts to improve agriculture, which supports-- 
lees adequately with every passing year--80 percent of the population; and brain drain 
(1 million Haitians live abroad). In short, there is no Haitian state, and the donors 
who treat Haiti as a de facto ward are not able--or do not want--to coordinate their 
activity in a positive way. A Marshall Plan without political liaison at the local 
level. Worse etill, a manifest absence of the political will to develop their country 
on the part of the leaders and the Haitian bourgeoisie. 


The toreign personnel responsible for administering the hundreds of cooperation programs 
readily admit that their efforts are impeded by the unpredictability of governmental 
iction, /"Decisions are not made at the highest level,"/ we were told by the United 
Nations deputy administrator, Mrs Fina de Baquero. /'Funds are available, but the 
government comes to no decision when it is a question of setting priorities or choosing 
the best site for construction of a road."/ At the American Embassy, where there are 
open reservations about the regime, one finds the same kind of talk, without however 
going so far as to throw into question the fundamental soundness of an assistance 
program which amounts to some $30 million per year but which is not producing tangible 
results--even in terms of temporarily alleviating the most crying misery. 


fhe Canadians, who since 1977 have been financing an ambitious program of integrated 
imricultural development (agriculture, education, health) for the benefit of 300,000 
eople living in the southern peninsula, admit with some embarrassment that they 

are obliged to take into account /"resistance"/ from the administration and to /"waste 

much more energy in controls of evey kind."/ The Germans, who recently signed two 

new tinancial cooperation agreements covering a gift of DM 20.7, speak much more 

bluntly. 


France's Position 
noteworthy speech he made in Port au Prince on 2 February in the presence of the 


itian reign minister, Mr Edouard Francisque, the West German ambassador, Mr Kunzmann, 
Jemanded the budgeting of all government revenue and the taxing of big private incomes 
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(the 4,000 tamilies who have annual incomes greater than $90,000 (Fr 450,000) pay 
almost no taxes, according to the World Bank), Mr Kungmann asked his Haitian inter- 
locutors to /"put their house in order"/ if they wanted the German taxpayer to continue 
to participate in Thrid World development, 


France's position under President Giscard d'Estaing was much less stern, especially 
atter the lively visit last November of Robert Galley, then the minister of cooperation, 
whose pleasant remarks about the regime provoked backlashes from the opposition and 
were widely exploited in the official press, After having announced a substantial 
increase in French assistance and praised the Haitian president for his /"determined 
and courageous efforts in democratization and liberalization,"/ Mr Galley assured him 
of /"Prance's friendly support and understanding."/ Several days later, the indepen- 
dent press was vigorously suppressed, which put an end to the period of liberalization 
and sowed disarray among the liberal intellectuals who had believed too quickly in 
change, 


French diplomats at the mission in Port au Prince prefer to see in the events of 

28 November nothing more than a /"temporary setback."/ The new ambassador, Mr Marcel 
Barthelemy, and his associates, believe that the wretchedness of the people requires 

'rance to be generous and do everything possible to assist this francophone country. 

The rest will come later, they think. 


Since the signing of the cooperation accords in 1972, relations between France and 
its erstwhile colony have led to numerous assistance programs which in 1981 will be 
financed through grants of around Fr 40 million. 


Begun in a spectacular way by the construction of magnificent 44-km road between Port 
au Prince and the port of Jacmel, French aid has extended into rural development, in 
collaboration with Germany, the EEC, and several United Nations organizations. 


Plans tor the Island of Tortuga 


Tourism is a natural sector for French interests, which already have two major 
achievements to their credit this year: the opening of the Club Med north of Port au 
Prince and construction of the Labadie hotel complex in the Cap Haitien region. The 
French Government is a participant in these investments" the opening last 15 December 
of a direct air link between Paris and Port au Prince serviced every Monday by an Air 
France Boeing; improvements to the Cap Haitien airport to enable it to take long- 
distance flights (a grant of Fr 29 million between 1978 and 1982); a loan of Fr 20 
million from the Central Fund for Economic Cooperation [CCCE] to the Joint Franco- 
Haitian Corporationot Labadie, in which the Pierre Gautard company of Tours holds 
close to 50 percent of the shares, the rest being divided between PLM, Havas private 
Haitian interests, and the state of Haiti (10 percent); the French Government is 

also involved by guaranteeing, through COFACE (French Foreign Trade Insurance Company), 
a bank loan of Fr 25 million for the purchase of French equipment. The Gautard com- 
pany is reported to have more plans on the Island of Tortuga where it has obtained 

a concession. French investments in deluxe tourism do not fail to arouse some 
controversy in Haiti. 
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15,000 Cane Cutters "Sold" to the Dominican Republic 


France ts not alone in advancing its own political and economic interests while at the 
vame time talking about development in terme of humanism, To give the donor countries 
their due, the local political context is hardly propitious tor the establishment of 
more effective cooperation programe. In order to hold off the short-term strangulation 
ot the Haitian economy, the IMF prepared a note on 5 February calling for /"vigorous 
measures Co restore budgetary balance and augment the assets of the Central Bank,''/ 

The IMF demanded /"the complete cessation of governmental borrowing from the public 
vector banks to finance extra-budgetary expenditures, and if possible, the reimburse- 
ment of a portion of the $8 million loan [from the Central Bank to the public sector] 
provided in the first quarter of the fiscal year."/ The diplomatic, but nevertheless 
very firm language of the note in effect leaves /"no room for excuses"/:; if the Haitian 
Government wants to count on international aid, it will henceforth have to adopt more 
orthodox budgetary methods and /"if possible"/ give back to the central bank /"'a 

part'’/ of what it had /"borrowed"/, giving up a well-established practice. 


The IMF presently has in place a permanent represenative who is there to "help" the 


Haitian authorittes complete a fiscal reform that has been delayed time and again 
since Nove: 1978, It is a question of ending a system which, with the help of 
the Regie é ‘bac et des Allumettes [Tobacco and Match Monopoly], has for years 


enabled the Duvaller family to siphon off close to 40 percent of the revenues of the 
state into a multitude of private bank accounts whose existence is an open secret. 
Other than revenues drawn from the sale of tobacco, the Regie is sustained in part 
by tax revenues levied on international trade and by the annual "sale" of 15,000 
Haitian cane-cutters to the Dominican Republic.* The Haitian Government gets the 
$800 "per head" to /"cover the costs entailed by recruitment and transport of the 
workers"/ to the border, The total amount of the transaction is discreetly entered 
under the column "revenue of indeterminate origin," which the World Bank estimates 
at $60 million per year and which is spent in just as indeterminate a way under the 
column “extra-budgetary expenses." So it is a kind of "privy purse" which allows 
the regime to distribute favors and bribes. Among the most longstanding beneficiaries, 
to be sure, are the infamous "Tonton Macoutes", less brutal today since they have 
lost--at least officially, but not in popular usage--their exotic name [literally, 
"bogeymen''] and have been transformed into the National Security Volunteers or, more 
simply, into militiamen. Every effort is made to convince the population that ever- 
thing from the salaries of officials and the construction of infrastructure to 
reforestation is the result of the presidential manna distributed by a benefactor. 
That it comes from the state is never questioned. It is striking to see, both in 
the official press and on signs along the road, mention of some school or infirmary 
as /"a gift from President Jean-Claude Duvalier"/ or from his mother, /"the First 
Lady of the Republic."/ Mrs Simone Ovide Duvalier, or sometimes from his wife who, 
since the sumptuous wedding last May (the festivities are supposed t» have cost $5 
million) has become the greatest public benefactress of public funds.

The Struggle of the "Dinosaurs" 


Why did the Duvalier tamily finally surrender? The explanation must be sought in 

the changes in the balance of power between the different «liques within the presi- 
dential palace itself, The presdient's marriage to the daughter of a rich businessman, 
Ernest Bennett--who has become even more rich and powerful since the happy event-- 

has accentuated the struggle between the survivors from the old guard, the "dinosaurs," 
or "crocodiles," on the one hand, and various representatives of the mulatto bourgeoisie 
in alliance with black technocrats, on the other, The first group, who base their 
legitimacy on Mama Simone, want to maintain an absolute dictatorship and rest on the 
/"“negritude"/ ideology of Francois Duvalier. The others, grouped in particular around 
Mr Bennett and the new industrial bourgeoisie, would prefer to see the regime move 
toward a form of authoritarianism with a liberal facade in order not to scare off 
toreign investors, 


The explusion in early March of 21 members of Mama Simone's entourage, then the 
elimination of several personalities who have played an important role in repression 
(Mrs Max-Adolphe, Luc Desir, Acedius Saint-Louis, General Gracia Jacques, etc.) have 
very clearly weakened the old guard, which would explain the regime's changed attitude 
toward the IMF, 


The transition of the dictatorship to a form of democracy adapted to local conditions 
could thus prove to be much more difficult than the architects of the new facade would 
like to believe. And Mr Jean-Claude Duvalier has yet to prove that he could be a 
/"Juan Carlos of the Caribbean,"/ as his father-in-law is pleased to call him. One 
opposition intellectual, Mr Leslie Manigat, who lives in exile in Caracas, is more 
realistic when he observes bitterly that /"the tiger cannot become a vegetarian,."/ 
This is a way of saying that, despite his good intentions, the son of Papa Doc cannot 
change a system which /"simultaneously produces millionaries and boat people"/ and 
which cannot sustain itself without repression.

POLITLCAL ROLE OF SANDINIST DEFENSE COMMITTEES DISCUSSED 

Managua LA PRENSA in Spanish 8, 9 May 81 

[Interview with Commander Omar Cabezas by Adriana Guillen; date and place not given] 
[8 May 81, p 16) 


[Text] In an exclusive interview granted to LA PRENSA, Commander 
Omar Cabezas answered questions about the operations of the CDS 
[Sandinist Defense Committees] and the importance of these or- 
ganizations in the political program of the FSLN [Sandinist 
National Liberation Front]. The CDS are part of the FSLN poli- 
tical party strategy for consolidating its government plan. To 
provide our readers with factors for judgment, we will describe 
other experiments similar to the CDS. In Cuba they function under 
the name of CDR [Committees for the Defense of the Revolution]. 
Fidel Castro calls them the “spinal column of the revolution,” 
i.e., without them, his communist system could not be sustained. 
The Cuban citizens, who are controlled by the CDR by means of 
rationing cards, call it "the bone which stuck in the throat of 
the revolution." ("“Cuba, the Island" by Fernando Morais). 


[Question] If the CDS are not consolidated as you desire, could the political plan 
the FSLN has for Nicaragua be carried out? 


\Answer| It could be carried out, but with many problems, great difficulty. 
iQuestion] How could the CDS :esolve the difficulties in this political plan? 


[Answer] In the following way. In defense, for example. When I speak to you, 
Adriana, about defense, I mean organized political and economic defense. I spoke 
tor example with Dionisio Marenco (minister of domestic trade) and I told him thac 
although there are inspectors to control speculation, for you know that during Holy 
Week people go off on their own and change price, and even if all the money the 
ministry | were spent, it would be impossible to control speculation and the 
barbotioms they perpetrate against the people. And he agreed with me, because it 
is t it would take thousands of individuals to control prices. 


So then | asked him why the CDS was not being used. 
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"We can give you serious, responsible people in the neighborhoods, on the blocks, 
whom you can authorize to serve as voluntary inspectors,” 1 told him, 


And the people are available, because it is they who are suffering. Why couldn't 
we provide any number of individuals? How many people could not work in this 
country for price control? It could be the neighborhood residents themselves, 
could it not? 


Here you have a very positive aspect contributing to the popular economy. 


And this is one form of consolidating the revolution. Because if prices go up, 
the people have more problems. Thus you see here one way of overcoming obstacles. 
This is why we told the police comrades that they do not have enough controls to 
insure control, despite the fact that they have made an extraordinary effort. 
However they cannot succeed alone if the people do not participate in control in 
matters of internal order. And we ask them why they do not rely on the CDS. 


Vigilance 


One of the tasks we have entrusted to the CDS is revolutionary vigilance, against 
crime, and against the counterrevolution itself. 


[Question] Do you believe that the security forces have the capacity to 
assume responsibility for vigilance against the whole counterrevolution? 


[Answer] Logically, I do not think so. But if the people engage in vigilance 
against counterrevolutionary activities, they contribute a great effort to defense 
and in support of the revoiution, which will continue to consolidate. 


Thus the CDS...1 will give you an example, the vaccination campaign. The CDS made 
all their premises available. 


[Question] But aren't these premises of the people, not the CDS? 
[Answer] The CDS are the people. 


[Question! But the CDS are not the people. They are organizations of the Sandinist 
Front party organizations, and if I am not a supporter of the Sandinist Front, I am 
not represented in the CDS, correct? 


[Answer] Obviously. But the CDS are mass organizations. Naturally, they are 
defense organs which accept the leadership of the FSLN. 


They carry out social tasks, such as vaccination. 
[Question] This is the exclusive privilege of supporters of the FSLN, then? 


[Answer] But if you support the revolution...the only people who do not support 
the revolution have left, because all the political parties here have their dif- 
ferences, but they support the revolution because no one wants a return to the 
Somoza era. Now the majority of the CDS premises have not been taken over, but 
are garages at homes, that is to say people's homes. And these premises are lent 
to the public health authorities for vaccination, and the CDS members on the block 
round up all the residents to be sure that they are vaccinated. 
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The public health authorities would have needed thousands of people for this task, 
Thousands of cordobas in wages are saved and vaccination is facilitated, In other 
words, there is a whole series of tasks the CDS carry out, helping to overcome the 
obstacles of which we have been speaking. 


[Question] But aren't all of these massive tasks done not only in Nicaragua, but 
in other countries, such as Mexico, Costa Rica and the United States, where the 
community works to serve social requirements without need for the CDS, Here tvo 
this has been done without the CDS. 


[Answer] But we cannot compare the magnitude of the task. Tell me of a country 
here in Central America which has relied on the masses and has achieved what we 
have. For they do not rely on the masses because they are not popular governments, 


Lack of Enthusiasm 
[Question] However, Omar, the CDS have not caught on here in Nicaragua. 
[Answer] But they have indeed caught on. 


[Question] And what is the reason for the lack of enthusiasm? Is it because there 
is party pressure now to reorganize tne CDS, and that one of the conditions for 
belonging to the CDS is being a Sandinist? 


[Answer] No, what is happening is that they are using a bunch of lies. We have 
said that “all Nicaraguans should belong to the CDS." 


[Question] But it is not a citizen's obligation? 


[Answer] No. In any case it would be a moral obligation of the individual, if he 
wants and if he supports the revolution. 


[Question] And there you are. When you say to me "if he wants and supports the 
revolution,’ we come to the same thing--th: Sandinist CDS is being im osed as a 
requirement for being a revolutionary.

[interview with Nicaraguan ambassador to Mexico Aldo Diaz Lacayo on 13 May by 
Irene Selser|] 


[Text] Last Monday the National Patriotic Dignity and Sovereignty Campaign began 
at a time when stories were circulating about possible U.S. military intervention 
in Nicaragua, In this connection, we interviewed Aldo Diaz Lacayo, the ambassador 
of the Republic of Nicaragua to Mexico. 


[Question] Mr Ambassador, what is the meaning of this Charter of Dignity which 
people are being urged to sign by the trade union coordinating body and the 
Patriotic Front? 


[Anewer|] We often say that we have two main pillars supporting the Sandinist 
people's revolution--internal unity and international solidarity. This Charter of 
Dignity pertains to both aspects. On the one hand, it strengthens internal unity, 
and on the other it guarantees support and consolidation of international solidarity 
at this time in such a difficult situation for Nicaragua. 

Question] In general terms, what are the effects of the three months of the 
Reagan administration government in Nicaragua? 


Answer) Despite the fact that the international press and even statements by 
foreign chiefs of state have consistently sought to establish a difference between 
the candidate and the president, the national leadership of the Sandinist National 
Liberation Front has always paid attention to the statements, first in the Republican 
Party platform, then by candidate Reagan himself, and finally his close associates, 
up to the most recent statements about seven days ago by President Ronald Reagan. 


i result, we have never been surprised that this tendency revealed in the begin- 
ing 48 @ statement in the government program of the Republican Party has become 
mors merete, Little by little, to the point presently reached, that is to say an 
ttitud pen contemplation of intervention in Nicaragua.

lAnawee!] Lt seeme to us that if the Reagan administration decides to intervene in 
Nicaragua, it will have to have recourse to artifice in some way. We believe it 
would be rather difficult to decide on direct intervention, given the increasing 
popular awareness in Latin America, basically. 


However, we do not exclude that possibility ae a last resort. What we do forenew 
is the possibility that they will encourage the forces of the former Somoza guard 
and even exert pressure on certain Central American governments to establish an 
army along with these pro=Somoza elements to act against Nicaragua. 


Obviously, the actions of these military groups are not so important to us if they 
are isolated, The problem would arise if these actions had the support and a per- 
minent supply of weapons from the U.S. government, or any government supporting the 
prominterventionist policy which the Reagan administration government is contriving 
in Central America. 


Thus although it is bold to say so, we believe that intervention exists as a real 
possibility and we are carrying out our civic duty of being prepared to deal with 
such an eventuality. 


[Question] What repercussions would intervention in Nicaragua, in this very dif- 
ficult situation, have on the Central American area? 


[Answer] It has become a commonplace to state that intervention in Nicaragua, or 
in any country in Central America, would mean regionalization of the Central 
American conflict, or ac we often call it, the "Vietnamization" of the Central 
American conflict. We do not say this because we believe that we can defend the 
revolution thus, but because there is no doubt that the situation in Central 
America also is a revolutionary one, and there would be a popular response if an 
attack were sensed on its national unity, for Central America, as you well know, 
is a geographic unit which has planted the sense of national unity in the mind of 
each Central American citizen. 


(\Question] Does this mean that in the event of open aggression, there would be a 
general response on the part of the Central American people? 


[Answer] We believe so, definitely. 


[Question] In the event of armed intervention, what potential have the people of 
Nicaragua for a successful response to the aggression? 


(Answer) The Sandinist People’s Army has stated that within a couple of months, it 
will have at least 40,000 men in the popular militia, well trained and prepared to 
repel any armed invasion. However, it must be said that even if we did not have 
this, even if we had not a single man with military training in the militia, we do 
not see any possibility of success for any invasion. If they come, they will harvest 
the ashes of Nicaragua. 


(\Question| What would be the reaction of the international community if the United 
States were to undertake direct military intervention in Nicaragua? 


Answer] We have not the slightest doubt that the peoples of Latin America, on the 
ne hand, would voice a broad protest and also insistently demand that their 


66 








yovernments support Nicaragua in the international forums. Nor have I the slightest 
doubt that there are friendly Latin American governments which would pursue the line 
of friendship and solidarity, as is the case with Mexico, Panama, Venezuela, Cuba, 
naturally, Grenada, etc. We even believe that other countries which have not played 
such an open role in solidarity would not allow any aggression, for example Brazil, 
ind even Argentina, 


in other words, it is difficult to attempt to say which countries would and which 
countries would not, but we believe that there would be a majority consensus opposing 
intervention on the Latin American level. 


Naturally, the European Economic Community would definitely support Nicaragua, and 
it would reject any intervention effort as soon as it occurred. 


Also, we have no doubt either that the Nordic nations would do something similar 
ilong with the Arab nations and the socialist countries. Thus we believe that at 
this time, international solidarity is the basic foundation for the containment of 
the ambitions of the Reagan government with regard to Nicaragua. 


[Question] Do you believe that the American people support Nicaragua as well’ 


[Answer] Definitely yes. How fortunate that you have asked me this question, 
because it gives me an opportunity to tell you that a few days ago, our mayor of 
Managua was in the city of Los Angeles, and the mayor of the city there told him 
that the White House policy was not the policy of the state of California. This 
suggested that the states have bilateral relations with the government of Nicaragua, 
precisely again in order to contain the intentions of President Ronald Reagan in 
terms of his policy openly favoring intervention in the domestic affairs of our 
country.

MORALES BERMUDEZ ON POLITICS, ROLE OF ARMED FORCES 
PY161538 Paria AFP in Spanish 1658 GMT 15 Jun 81 


[Text] Lima, 15 Jun (AFP)--Francisco Morales Bermudez, former president and a re- 
tired general, has stated that the armed forces, as a deliberative and participa- 
ting organization, cannot be put to one side when the great decisions that concern 
the country are being debated. However in the end it is their task to respect the 
decisions of the executive branch that has attained power through the ballot boxes by 
the will of the people. 


Morales, who shepherded the elections which placed the current president--Fernando 
Belaunde Terry--in power, granted his first interview since he went in to retire- 
ment to Peruvian journalist Luis Jaime Cisneros exclusively for AFP. In the inter- 
view he explained the role of the military in the exercise of government. 


Regarding the Andean group, he said that the path to be taken is the one that offers 
a balance between the economic and political aspects, because it is very difficult 
to talk of economics without talking about politics. 


He explained that the sub-regional accord's political attitude regarding Nicaragua 
was very valuable and very brave because it prevented the problem from being dealt 
with methods that should be thrown out of the American structure. 


An effective integration, the former president continued, demands an economic inte- 
gration and a political integration. But, the politicalaspect must not be abused. 


Regarding Peruvian democracy, he recommended that the democratic institutions be 
strengthened. This could give birth to an historical era in the country that would 
be free of the ups and downs of the past. 


Morales noted that the ups and downs were influenced by various tendencies and cur- 
rents, such as militarism, to fill vacuums in political life. 


He indicated that in order to strengthen the democratic system it is necessary that 
the participation of various institutions, such as the federations. and professional 
corporations and associations, in the republic's political life be made more fluid. 


He added that the system of participation, which was proposed by the last military 
government, must be mede complete with consultations with the people. He stressed 
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that the referendum is a very useful mechanism for strengthening democracy in the 
essential matters of the country's every day life. He regretted that the constitu- 
tion ts tn error when it rulea that the armed forces are not a deliberative body. 


‘le tndieated that debate its a prior process to taking a decision and the latter has 
to be taken by the constituted power. He asserted that there is nothing wrong in 
that the armed forces be consulted by the political power regarding very important 
militere, 


in thie respect he recalled the recent opinion of the joint command on the oil policy, 
indicating that if at that time and adverse atmosphere was created it was because 
there are still traces in the armed forces of the political role it carried out. 


Later on he termed as sensitive for the strengthening of democracy in Peru the 

aplic in the APRA [American Revolutionary Popular Alliance] Party, indicating that 
it ts a fait accompli. He said that he had no knowledge of what was going on within 
the government party, Popular Action [AP], but it ia said that it is also facing 
internal problems. 


\fter asserting that Peru needs strong and not weak parties, Morales stated that 
he would also like to see the left united and although it preaches that it is, it 
is not ‘ 


Asked whether Peruvian democracy could lead to a situation similar to that in Uru- 
guay, he said that it is not convenient to make conjectures and that within 1 or 2 
years he would be able to give an answer. 


Human groups, he said, are the sum of objectivity and subjectivity and now we should, 
shall we say, calm ourselves down. He indicated that there is no importance in the 
fact that the current government stresses that the previous government did every- 
thing wrong, because it is a question of normal political games. 


He denied that the armed forces handed over power as a consequence of a series of 
strikes carried out in the demand of improved salaries, because the military govern- 
ment since 1975 had outlined a political plan called Tupac Amaru, in which the 
bfectives of the transfer of power were established after the taking place of a 
constituent assembly. 


As the newspaper LE MONDE of Paris wrote at that time, "The military were not with- 
drawing in the face of popular pressure, but as the consequence of a political deci- 
sion that the armed forces has adopted,” he stressed.

HELICOPTER CARRYING ARMY COMMANDER REPORTED MISSING 
Missing on 40-Minute Flight

{Text} Lima, 18 Jun (LATIN-REUTER)--Military sources today stated that the heli- 
copter which is carrying Army Commander in Chief Gen Rafael Hoyos Rubio has been de- 
clared in a state of emergency in the northern part of the country. 


The helicopter was scheduled to arrive at 0700 local time (1200 GMT) at Tumbes from 
Piura, which is a 40-minute flight away. However, the whereabouts of the helicopter 
were still unknown several hours later. 


Tumbes, 1,300 km north of Lima, is located near the border with Ecuador. Hoyos 
took over as commander in chief of the army in February replacing Gen (Ret) Pedro 
Richter Prada after having been chairman of the armed forces joint command.

MILITARY PARTICIPATLON IN NATIONAL POLITICS DISCUSSED 
Military Presidential Candidacy

[Text] The taboo issue is becoming popular. It is no longer that hard to 
type out the word "military." On the contrary, it is being done frequently. 
The reason? Because it's news, because the man in the street is talking about 
it, because politicians are concerned, because newsmen seize whatever oppor- 
tunity they are given to address any issue that has smacked of taboo. 


EL DIARIO DE CARACAS found the opportunity this past 10 April. An exclusive 
report disclosed that a retired officer was planning to run for president. 

His novel plan, as the article signed by M.F.S. described it, was based mainly 
"on the increasing erosion of the political parties and the weariness with the 
traditional leadership." The article mentioned retired Gen Arnaldo Castro 
Hurtado, (he former commander of the army, as one of the potential candidates 
for president of the republic. 


Doubts arose. "Is it just a ploy [olla]?" "It's surely just a rumor to fuel 
the hawkish sentiments that are mounting in the country." The following day, 
however, Castro Hurtado himself dispelled all doubts. He asserted, once more 
to EL DIARIO DE CARACAS, that "some personal friends" had approached him and 
asked him about running for president. Although he said that it was too early 
to discuss the matter, he did lash out at political parties: "The Venezuelans 
who are members of political parties have seen for themselves that over these 
20 years of democracy something has gone wrong in the system, which needs to 
be invigorated. If the heads of the political parties are not capable of 
invigorating their organizations, then we Venezuelans who are not members of 
parties will have to find a way to do it, in order to preserve the democratic 
system." 


fhe fact that a retired officer like Castro Hurtado has such ambitions is 
nothing new. We have seen similar developments since 1958. Retired Vice 

Adm Wolfgang Larrazabal not only ran for president that year, supported by 

the URD [Democratic Republican Union] and the PCV [Communist Party of Vene- 
zuela], but he repeated his bid 5 years later at the head of his own party, 
the Popular Democratic Front. In 1973, President Rafael Caldera's former 
defense minister, Martin Garcia Villasmil, followed Larrazabal's example. The 
retired gereral took a slim percentage of the vote. 
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But although this type of candidacy is not original, this time the reper- 
cussions have been enormous. The decisive element has been the assault on 
the political parties, which immediately venced their resentments. On 

15 April (4 days after Castro Hurtado's confirmation of the story), the 
political parties conveyed their initial impressions to EL DIARIO DE CARACAS. 


The secretary general of the Movement for Socialism (MAS), Pompeyo Marquez, 
accused the retired general of using "fascist publicity techniques” and of 
employing psychological mechanisms by trying to identify himself as a repre- 
sentative of the views of the military." Radames Larrazabal, from the 

PCV, asserted that Castro Hurtado “would like to rise up with a fascist-like 
program by sending a message to active civilian and military ultranationalist 
groups.'' Carlos Canache Mata, from Democratic Action (AD), defended himself: 
"The political parties in Venezuela have not failed. I don't believe either 
that the democratic system is in a crisis. AD and COPEI [Social Christian 
Party] enjoy the majority support of the Venezuelan masses." 


The Controversy Flared and Spread 


The repeated statements about whether a military coup was or was not possible 
in Venezuela and the widespread dissatisfaction reflected in polls helped to 
reinforce the idea that was gradually taking root. Only EL DIARIO DE CARACAS, 
however, seemed to be stressing its importance. Thus, on 15 May, it got 

the former minister of defense, retired Gen Luis Enrique Rangel Bourgoin, to 
confirm that he too was a potential candidate. 


Rangel Bourgoin, who was serving in President Luis Herrera Campins's cabinet 
just a year before, was enthusiastic. He said that he wanted to put Simon 
Bolivar's ideas and the provisions of the National Constitution into practice. 
"The candidacy of a retired officer is on the minds of a great many people in 
Venezuela." He clarified that the idea was not to create a new political 
party, ‘because we would probably have to give in to the same shortcomings that 
the political parties now have had.” 


Things were becoming more serious now. Rangel Bourgoin himself mentioned 
another presidential hopeful: Gen Roberto Morean Soto. The issue was being 
talked about more and more in the streets. Other mass media then began to 
cover the story. EL NACIONAL started a series of interviews to continue the 
debate. In one of them, retired Rear Adm Ricardo Sosa Rios lit the fuse for 
what has so far become widespread confusion. 


Whereas until then the interested parties repeatedly said that they were not 
thinking about setting up a party, Sosa Rios stated just the opposite. "Our 
idea is to structure a major partyto elect a military officer who represents 
respect, order and discipline. Military officers in many states are doing 


the initial work so that this idea comes off. Groups outside the Venezuelan 
Army are conducting a population census among all the men who served in the

Although Sosa Rios noted that "they are working together with civilians on this 
mission,'’ the damage had seemingly already been done. The rumor spread and 
was taken as a fact: "They want to found a party exclusively for retired 
officers." 


Military? Party? Democratic? 


The confusion was already present, ever since there was talk of a "military 
candidate." A military officer, yes, but retired. Those in active service 
cannot legally involve themselves in political activities. 


They also want to form an official party, but not of retired military officers 
exclusively. That ie unconstitutional. Nothing, however, prevents retired 
officers from belong.ag to a party organization. Variations on the same 
theme. 


The doubts arose spontaneously. Eduardo Fernandez: "What I wonder is whether 
the rest of the people in the Armed Forces feel obliged or committed to accept 
that they arc being represented by the political ambitions of someone who has 
served in the Armed Forces." Jaime Lusinchi: "I have my doubts as to whether 

a party of military officers fits within the philosphy of our democracy and 
within our constitutional system." Jose Angel Ciliberto: A party made up solely 
of retired officers "would be a closed, typically corporate institution and, 
therefore, essentially undemocratic." Rafael Andres Montes de Oca: "I don't 

see any possibility on the Venezuelan scene for a political group that represents 
just the military, especially since not all retired officers would go along 
with such a move, to be sure." 


The most suspicious people are pointing out that the political parties are 
feeling the threat of a breakdown of the two-party system. A military 
candidate could offer an attractive option to those who have trouble deciding 
between AD and COPEI every 5 years and still feel dissatisfied. This, they 
say, forces the parties to have qualms. 


Everything is apparently as clear as muddy water, however. Morean Soto himself 
told EL DIARIO DE CARACAS yesterday that "I get the impression that there has 
been a misinterpretation or a mistake." The presidential hopeful was cate- 
gorical: "A political party made up exclusively of military officers is out 

»f the question. It's absurd, especially in the current world political 
situation. I don't think that that's the idea. I would imagine that the 
people who are thinking along those lines must be thinking of the retired 
otficers as a foundation for the party, but they would make room for the whole 
range of civilians." 


Former presidential candidate Jose Vicente Rangel, who has promoted the idea 
of military voting rights, cautions that there has been "ambiguity in the 
use of terms." Therefore, he asserts that we cannot talk about a "military 
party." To Rangel, "there is no possibility of there being a military party 
in the strict sense. That would be as absurd as backing the formation of a 
party made up exclusively of professionals, university students or bankers." 
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He clarifies that "there are no legal restrictions on former Armed Forces 
officers getting together and pushing for the formation of a party with whatever 
name to puc forth proposals to the country. I think that this is what is 
happening, partly because of the vacuum created by the inadequacies of the 
political parties." 


In case any doubts remained, we consulted former criminal lawyer Rafael 

Naranjo Ostty. "They are just another group of civilians, with the same rights 
as all other citizens over 2] and without any political ineligibilities. They 
can form a pc ‘itical party or group if they collect the required number of 
Signatures. cihey have a right to organize because they ere as much Venezuelans 
as we are. They are entitled to express their thoughts and viewpoints, even 

if they are political. They represent themselves, not the comrades they left 
behind in the barracks." 


He recalled Article 114 of the National Constitution (Section III, Chapter VI), 
which reads: "All Venezuelanse with the right to vote are entitled to organize 
in political parties to participate democratically in national politics." 


And there is also Article 182, from Section VI, Chapter I: "To be elected 
president of the republic, a person must be Venezuelan by birth, at least 30 
years of age and a civilian [de estado seglar]." 


A New Association 


For the time being, the Association of Retired Armed Forces Generals and 
Admirals (ASOGENAL) has been formed. The "brass," it's called. No lieutenants, 
captains or anyone like that. Morean Soto denies, however, that it is an 
elitist group: "Most of us are of working class extraction.” He also denies 
that they intend to make ASOGENAL a political party. "We are officers who 

have varied ways of thinking and varied leanings."
